PIECE WORK FOR 


-MILLINERY BOSS 


Imposed on W orkers in 


Spite of Protests 


The next organized step for im- 
posing upon the members of the 
Cloth Hat, Cap and Millinery Work- 
ers Union the hated system of 
piece work was taken by the Zarit- 
sky machine, in control of the mil- 
linery union recently, according to 
the workers of the shop of Teitler 
Bros., 648 Broadway. 


This employer had asked the 


union officialdom to grant him the 


privilege of operating under the 
piece work system. Not daring to 
grant it outright, the union oficials 
advised the boss to take his demand 
for “arbitration” to Dr. Abelson, 
despite the non-existence of a col- 
lective agreement in the industry. 

The workers immediately in- 
formed their officials that they ob- 
ject to piece work, but to na avail. 
When the case came for a ruling to 
Abelson, he recommended that the 
system be given a four weeks’ trial.

JAPS FIRE ON

Civil rights for the Negro of the North and 


immediate results (e. g., prevention 


ready prior to the VIII Plenum and 


government“ to be 


Communists Lead Against War 


FTER the VIII Plenum of the 


Executive Committee of the 
Communist International, at which 
the question of war was dealt with 
thoroughly and which must there- 
fore be looked upon as one of the 
most important stages of the anti- 
war work of the Comintern, several 
successful campaigns were conduct- 
ed against war and militarism. The 
spontaneous movement of the re- 
servists in France in the summer 
of 1927 was successful. The slogan 
of the Party, “Transformation of 
the imperialist reservist maneuvers 
into anti-militarist reservist ma - 
ers” was turned into reality. The 
reserve maneuvers which were to 
have been part of the new military 
law suffered a complete fiasco be- 

cause they transformed themselves 


aan a mighty anti-imperialist and- 


anti-militarist demonstration. This 
year the French government has 
dropped the reservist maneuvers 
under the pretext of “bad weather” 
which may be looked upon as a direct 
result of the reservists’ demonstra- 
tions. It must be admitted, however, 
that the campaign was very weakly 
prepared organizationally by the 
French Party and not taken hold 
of sufficiently.

According 
to this program, in the formulation 
of which representatives of the 
Swedish Social Democratic Party 
took an active part, the Swedish 
fleet was to be strengthened con- 
siderahly in agreement with Great 
Britain. On the part of the Com- 
munist Party of Sweden, this pro- 
gram was branded as a preparatior 
for war against the Soviet Union 
and in this con the role of 
the Swedish Social-Democracy was 
especially emphasized. A dramati¢ 
review “Armored Cruiser ‘Per Al- 
bin’,” named after the former war 
minister of the Social-Demoeratic 
government, Per Albin Hanson, who 


had specially distinguished himself 


by his active .collaboration in the 
war preparations of the Swedish 
bourgeoisie, proved a peculiar and 
especially successful means in this 
anti-war campaign. 

In the Baltic countries, the Com- 
munist Party energetically “cham- 
pioned the acceptance of the pro: 
posals of the Soviet Union for a 
guarantee pact. In a thorough and 
convincing manner the Finnish Par- 
ty exposed the role of the Social- 
Democratic government which was 
overthrown in December af last 
year, as the henchman of British 
imperialism. The Lithuanian Party 
at the end of January 1927 and

prepared to occupy Lithuania, reso- 
lutely called upon the masses for

and for the overthrow of the fascist | 
dictatorship in Lithuania. 


Although in addition to the above- 


mentioned successes and good ex- 
amples, some others might be listed, 
we must take good care not to ex- 
aggerate their importance.

Thus, for 
example, in Germany, a question- 
naire circulated in a number af 
large factories showed that a large 
part of the workers, even into the 
ranks of the Communists,-are in 
favor of a refusal of military ser- 
vice in case of war, as advocated 
by the Social-Democratic “conscien- 
tious objectors.” Another section 
does not believe there can be a war 
and is entirely unconcerned. 
number of those who realize the 
necessity of a revolutionary combat- 
ting of war is relatively small. 
Underestimate of War Danger. 

THE greatest deficiency in our anti- 
war work in many cases is an 
abstract and altogether schematic 
attitude towards the question of 
war. This shortcoming is expressed 
primarily in the incapability of cor- 
recy appraising practical phenom- 
end and concrete forms of war pre- 
parations, and of taking a stand 
on concrete questions of war ana 
military policy: They are quick to 
make general charges regarding the 
war preparations of capitalist coun- 
tries against the Soviet Union, with- 
out proving these charges on the 
basis of concrete facts; this does not 


who feel it to be exaggeration, ner- 
vousness, and false alarm, thus de- 
stroying the credibility of our anti- 
war propaganda. 

Again, consistent measures in pre- 
paration of war are not recognized 
in time, or overlooked entirely and
